The kitchen 
is well equipped with built-in cup- 
boards, tables, handy pump, drain and 
a large pressure cooker. 
A kitchen 


range is used for heating, which "was 
found more satisfactory than a gaso- 
line burner. 


A report received by the United 


States 
Department 
of 
Agriculture 


states that after the establishment of 
the cannery it was decided to build a 
community room adjoifling it. 
This 


was Intended _also as a rest room and 
a place for all kinds of entertainments. 
The building material and equipment 
for a clubroom 30 by 22 feet with 
hardwood floors and composition walls 
came to §500, which was raised by 
home cooking, food sales, entertain- 
ments, and contributions. 
The mea 


agreed to do all the work of building, 
hauling material and finishing the 
grounds. 


Community Celebration. 


As the work progressed somewhat 


slowly some of the women offered to 
assist. Twelve of the Housekeepers' 
club members appeared with well- 
filled baskets for the midday lunch. 
They nailed on the siding while the 
men placed frames for windows and 
doors 
A community celebration was 


held when the building was com- 
pleted.

Roasting in Old-Fashioned Fire- 


place Is Popular. 


(Prepared by the United States Department 


of Agriculture ) 


Green corn, like many other vege- 


tables, is at its best when freshly gath- 
ered 
Corn on the cob is not very 


convenient to serve or eat, and this 
method of cooking it would doubtless 
ha\e been abandoned long ago if cut- 
ting the kernels from the cob before 
cooking did not matenallj modify the 
flavor. The most convenient way of 
cooking coin on the cob Is ordinarily 
by boiling, but iu old-fashioned fire- 
places roasting was a favorfte method 
Tins still survives as a common house- 
hold practice in some localities and 
also m campfire cookery. 


Boiled Corn on the Cob. 


Free the corn from husk and "silk." 


Ha\e a kettle of water boiling hard, 
diop the corn into the water and cook 
ten minutes. 
If only a few ears of 


corn are put m a* kettle of boiling 
water, the temperature is very. much 
lowered and the time of cooking must 
be increased. When possible, surround 
the corn with a generous quantity of 
boiling water. Be careful not to cook 
sweet corn too long, or it is likely to 
be tough and tasteless. 


The United States Department of 


Agriculture suggests that when corn 
and potatoes are to be cooked at one 
time, six to eight ears can be steamed 
in the same kettle in which the pota- 
toes are boiled Lay the ears over the 
potatoes in rapidly boiling water and 
cover the kettle tightly. 


Corn Cut From the Cob. 


Corn may be cut from the cob and 


heated with butter, pepper, and a little 
milk. Use either raw corn, or, better, 
corn that has been cooked on the cob 
for fhe minutes in boiling water to set 
the juice 
With a sharp knife cut 


through the center of each row of 
grains and with'the back of a case 
knife press the grains of corn from 
the hulls. Put the corn in a saucepan 
and season with salt, pepper, and but- 
ter. 
Add enough hot milk to moisten 


nell, and cdok ten minutes Ser\e at 
once 


Another method, sometimes known 


as "Maine stjle," Is to cut the grams 
directly from the cob without scor- 
ing and srrnping. and to swison nnd 
heat as above. This is a good way to 
utilize left-over cooked cars. 


Succotash. 


To a pint of corn cooked as above, 


or to the same n mount of canned corn, 
add a pint of cooked nnd seasoned 
Bhelled benns, usually lima beans.

formulas for the preparation of a num-

USE MILK IN CREAMED DISHES 


Various Ways Outlined of Adding Real 


Food Value—Amount of Salt 


Will Vary.- 


Milk toast, cream soups, creamed 


vegetables, creamed fish and scalloped 
dishes are all good ways of putting 
more milk into the dailv food of the 
family 
The milk for all of those is 


thickened into a sauce, thick or thin. 
The amount of salt needed depends 
to a ceitam extent on "the material 
with which the sauce is served. Pota- 
toes, for example, would need plenty 
of salt, while a thin milk soup might 
not require so much. The following 
directions are given by the United 
States Department of Agriculture : 


To make the sauces, melt the fat. 


stir in the flour, add the nnlk gradu- 
ally and cook until thickened, stirring 
constantly unless joii use a double 
boiler.

More Elastic Being Used in Wearables 


More and more of women's clothes 


are being "made on elastics," and this 
simple arrangement is 'a decided im- 
provement over old-fashioned, compli- 
cated fasteniug. 
One never hears of 


any woman wanting to go back to 
using a multitude of pins, still there 
is the question, "How do you manage 
the elastics in your camisoles and 
bloomers? 
Do they always go to 


pieces in the lirst washing?" 


A little care and thought expended 


in the purchase of this very necessary 
little article in the first place svould 
eliminate half of the future trouble. 
The characteristics of a good elastic, 
for which you are to look when shop- 
ping, are n fine strong yarn used in 
its construction, and which insures 
you a neat, compact fabric; and a rub- 
ber which is sturdily elastic when 
stretched. 


The difference in the way elastics 


are made divides them into two types, 
the wo\en and the braided. 


Wide elastics, and that used for arm 


bands, garters and hose supporters, are 
usually woven. 
To make this A. oven 


elastic, the warp threads of yarn, and 
of rubber are set up on the loom to- 
gether, the rubber being stretched to 
equal 'the length of the yarn threads. 
The yarns used in making elastic web- 
bing'may be cotton, mercerized cotton, 
artificial* silk and 
.silk. 
Good yarn 


has a lot to do with the wcai-iug 
quality o: your elastic. The "filling" 


,-e'ft threads are r«t In In such a 
or we 
way that they are held In place by 
being woven through the warp threads, 
rind so as to cover completely and 
protect the rubber. 


In buying braided elastic, you can 


get either the flat or the tubular. The 
rubber threads run lengthwise in the 
flat elastic, and have the cotton cov- 
ering running diagonally over and un- 
der the elastic threads. 


In the round elastic the braid Is tub- 


ular, with a strand of rubber running 
through the center; you can also buy 
n combination of the flat and 
the 


round called "oval elastic." 


When it comes to comparing the 


woven and braided elastic there Is one 
difference that should be pointed out. 
Woven elastic, can onlv stretch a~ far 
as the length of the warp threads, 
while braided clastic stretches much 
farther. 
S 
(> you ran readily sec that 


the strain and wear on braided elastic 
would naturally be much greater. If 
you are buying the wider widths, then, 
you would expect more satisfactory 
service from the woven elastic.
